Growth of National Culture 


Where does India fit in? Some 
have talked of Hin 
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ture and Muslim culture ‘and 
Christian ¢ulture. I do not under- 
stand these terms, although it is 
true that the great religious move- 
ments have influenced the culture 
of a race or a nation. If I look 
at India. I find, the gradual growth 
of a composite culture of the In- 
dian people. Throughout India’s 
history we see the two rival and 
contradictory forces at work— 
those fissiparous tendencies which 
separate,’ Today we face the same 
problem ina different context. 
There are powerful forces working 
for unity, not only political but 
cultural also, There are also 


forces that disrupt and Jay stress 
on separateness. 


The question, therefore, for us 
today 1s/nof an academic one. 
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essential ina country like India 


which, Gandhi ‘observed, “lives in 
its villages”. And -the-fact that 
schemes of rural development and 
reconstruction are bsing worked 
out carefully ,and implemented 
energetically show that Gandhi's 
emphasis on the vital.place of the 
village in the national economy 
has not been forgotten... 

But despite the’ importance of 
munity development (aided by the 
Indo-American Technical .Co-opera- 
tion Agreement) was inaugurated 
on October 2, 1952, Gandhi's birth- 
day, because the objectives of 
this programme were nearest :to 
his heart—the revival of..560,000 
villages of India. The second Five 
Year Plan, which is now in the 
process of formulation, recognizes 
the ‘village as the centre of na- 
tional development, 

Gandhi was not an educationist 
any more than he was an econo 
mist. But, like all great men, he 





a vital issue, on the understanding 
and solution of: which depends our 
future. Normally, it is the business 
of the intellectuals to give a lead 
in dealing with such problems, but 
our intellectuals have failed us. 
Many of them do not even seem 
to realise the nature of this pro- 
blem, others suffer from frustration

Opposing Principles . . 


Marxism and {ts progeny at- 
tracted many of the intellectuals 
and there is no-doubt'that it gave 
a certain analysis of. historical 
developments which helped us to 
think and to understand, But even 
that proved too narrow a creed 
and, whatever its virtue as_an 
economic approach, it failed to 
resolye our basic doubts. Life is 
something more: than : economic 
growth, though it is well to realise 
that economic growth is a basic 
foundation of life and progress. 
History shows us two principles 
at work, the principle of continuity 
and the principle of change. They 
appear to. be opposed to: each 
other, and yet, each has something 
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endeavoured to view life as a 
whole. And deeply human’ as 
was his approach, he was concérn- 
ed with raising the stature of the 
mass of people, 
addressed himself : in his later 
years to problems of: education: ~ 

Gandhi ‘felt that dignity of la- 
bour was not adequately recognized 
in India’s educational system.
